Didsbury Town council 

Last time there was a town 
council election, there was 
about 45.35% of eligible voters 
who came to the polls. Town 
director of corporate services 
says she hopes more will come 
out this time, and there are 
many candidates to choose 
from. There are six councillor 
positions to be filled, and one 
mayorship. 

Present Mayor, Ray Lea has 
been acclaimed to the position. 

Adding to the list of nomi¬ 
nees who have already made 
their intentions known through 
this newspaper, there are four 
new additions. 

David Cousins, Cheryl Dahl, 
Donald Scott, Hans Janssen, 
Bob Davidson, Peter Versluys, 
and Gordon Quantz will all be 
running for one of the 6 empty 
seats on council. Further in¬ 
formation on all of these candi¬ 
dates will be made available in 
future editions of the Review. 


Those who have already an¬ 
nounced are: Gordon Bueckert, 
incumbent Gary Dolha, Art 
Mercer, Judy Kaupp, and in¬ 
cumbent Don Watt. 

Coun. Dorothy Moore, who 
had previously announced that 
she would run, had a change of 
heart this past weekend, and 
has decided not to due to other 
commitments. 

She said Saturday, "After 
considerable thought, I have 
made the difficult decision not 
to run for office at this time. I 
so appreciate all those who have 
expressed their support for me." 

Mountain View County 

Mountain View County, 
Chinook's Edge School Divi¬ 
sion, and all of the town coun¬ 
cils, including Didsbury ac¬ 
cepted nominations for open 
seats in their offices until noon. 

The county elections will be 
fairly small considering the size 
of the area covered. However, 
it was this board that had the 
most acclamations. 

For the Didsbury area, Dave 
Derksen was acclaimed as the 
only candidate for Division #3, 


which is the area east of town. 

West of Didsbury, incum¬ 
bent Ian Harvie will face com¬ 
petition for his spot on council 
by nominee Kathy Blain. 

In the Carstairs area, incum¬ 
bent Ben Penner, who previ¬ 
ously said he would pull his 
name off the ballot if anyone 
wished to take his spot, will 
remain right where he is be¬ 
cause he was acclaimed as the 
only candidate in the area. 

Incumbent, Diane Davies 
will remain on council for an¬ 
other term as she was acclaimed 
for the Cremona and Water 
Valley rural area. 

In Division #7, around Olds, 
present incumbent and Reeve, 
Pat James will go head to head 
for the representation of the 
area with Sheila Lockrem. 

The Sundre area residents 
will have many candidates to 
choose from come election day. 
There are four candidates for 
the division, including incum¬ 
bent Linda Burrell, and new 
nominees, R.J. Bob McIntyre, 
Gerald Ingeveld and Wayne 
Schwab.

The pipes brought in the 
steaming hot feast, the master 
of ceremonies kept those in at¬ 
tendance laughing out loud, the 
speeches were both inspirational 
and entertaining, but most of all 
the community came out in

The Didsbury Regimental 
Ball was held on Saturday in the 
Multi-Purpose Room and it was 
a sold out crowd. 

"The main thing that put this 
on was the public support from 
the people of Didsbury, Carstairs 
and Cremona who totally and 


unequivocally supported this 
regimental ball," says Platz. And 
by supporting the ball, they sup¬ 
ported Chinook's Arch Victim 
Services to the tune of $3000 
between the ball and the raffle of 
a memorabilia RCMP print.

kin notification. 

Just on Saturday alone, $600 
worth of raffle tickets were pur¬ 
chased. 

A Regimental Ball can be 
held by any detachment who 
wishes to celebrate a milestone, 
an accomplishment, or just to 
create a connection with the 
community. 

The Didsbury detachment 
chose to hold their second Regi¬ 
mental Ball in honor of the RC- 
MP's 125th Anniversary. The 
first was held about six years 
ago to celebrate 20 years of po¬ 
licing in Didsbury. 


It was that very history that 
was the focus of the speech of 
the guest speaker, Judge Brian 
Stevenson. Stevenson who has 
worked the Didsbury circuit 
from time to time, and has been 
a judge for 24 years, took the 
crowd through the history of 
the RCMP since its inception. 

"The history of the RCMP is 
filled with tales of tradition, 
chapters of courage, and pages 
of pride," said Stevenson. 

The North West Mounted 
Police were the first formed po¬ 
licing unit in western Canada 
in 1873 when they entered what 
Stevenson called, "a lawless 
frontier." 


He told of how the RCMP 
are so well trained that they 
are often called upon to serve 
in other capacities, such as with 
the military in WWII or in 
peacekeeping efforts. 

Since those times Stevenson 
said, "The force has developed 
into one of the most progres¬ 
sive police services in the 
world." 

One of those progressions is 
the concept of community po¬ 
licing. This means getting the 
community involved in keep¬ 
ing their streets safe, and get¬ 
ting themselves involved in 
being part of the community.

There is tension at the 
foodbank that needs to be re¬ 
lieved, that's where the Dids- 
bury Lion's Club comes in. 

The number of people and 
families in the area who are in 
need of food baskets at the 
facility is steadily on the in¬ 
crease, says Marion Hemming, 
local representative. 

"It is just growing all the 
time. 1 find it hard to believe 
because we are in such a 
wealthy province and yet, we 
are feeding the multitudes at 
the foodbank," says Hemming. 

The Lion's Club wants Dids- 
burians to share their wealth 
with those who need it. 

They will be holding their 
annual food drive on Sept. 24 
from 6 p.m. to 9 p.m. The 
drive will consists of the Li¬ 
on's and a group of young vol¬ 
unteers who will go around 
town, door to door to collect 
much need supplies for the 
foodbank. 

The supplies they are look¬ 
ing for are "Almost anything 
and everything," says Hem¬ 
ming. This includes the com¬ 
mon non-perishable items such 
as pasta and canned food, as 
well as fresh vegetables, fruit 
and other items. 

Hemming says in past 
years, some farmers have even 
donated steers and pigs that

The one thing that can't be 
accepted due to strict health 
and food regulations, is home 
canning and preserves. 

Hemming is very optimistic 
about the way Didsburians are 
going to participate in the food 
drive. "Didsburians are fan¬ 
tastic in their giving," she says. 

Everything that is collected 
will be rounded up at the recy¬ 
cling centre, then shipped to 
the foodbank located in Olds 
the next day. 

Hemming adds, "Boy do we 
need it this year. Our food 
baskets are way up and it is 
rough."

Really, she looked like something 
the cat had dragged in: only she was the cat. 

Portia as she came to be called (after a Shakespearean 
character), soon realized our family only wanted to love her. 
She crawled out, cleaned up, and began packing on the 
pounds. 

Over the years she and I came to know a special bond. She 
went through everything with me, my parents divorce, my 
first boyfriend, my first break-up, my fear to go off to college, 
and near the end the excitement of starting my career. She 
always knew when to leave me alone, and when the tears 
meant that I needed a cuddle. 

Portia sat by, ever loyal and brought me through the most 
difficult times in her own quiet way. 

Last week, quietly, I stood by, ever loyal and let her stop her 
suffering. 

You see, something that had not occurred to me was that 
each year that she was there watching and comforting me, she 
was growing older, as I was. 

When disease started to ravage her gentle little frame, it 
dawned on me. Just like she had been there for me, I must help 
her fight her battle. And fought I did. 

The local pharmacist will tell you how much money I put 
into medicine, that was a daily routine for the last few years. 
But, it was alright I owed her something. 

Over those few years Portia began to revert to the way she 
was the day I found her. She started to smell funny. She looked 
oily and greasy and she seemed scared. 

After 17 years, I knew it was time to let her go. I realized 
that just like she had come a full circle from the day I found 
her to her last day, so too had her life. She was ready. I was 
not. 

For those of you who have never lost a pet, please don't 
judge. The way I felt was as if I had lost one of my own family. 

Grieving is a process from what I have known, and just 
because my friend had fur and four legs didn't mean the 
grieving is any easier. 

There was actually a double-whammy. I was sad, but felt I 
shouldn't be because it was "just a cat," which made me want 
to hide how I felt, and we all know how unhealthy the shrinks 
tell us that is. At first I was hard on myself for being so upset. 
Other people have lost their children, families, grandpas and 
grandmas, how could I be so upset over a stupid cat?, I asked 
myself. 

But then, in talking to other people I realized that it was 
okay. Others told me about when they had to put their dog to 
sleep and how much it had affected them. Apparently I wasn't 
some weird cat-lady who was abnormally attached to my 
Portia. It was normal to grieve this type of thing so hard. In 
fact, it is so normal that there are even pet-loss support groups 
out there. 

I had come to know everything about her. How her tongue 
would stick way out of her mouth when she was really relaxed 
and content (she'd had many teeth pulled, making this 
possible). How she knew my evening routine and would sit on 
the end of my bed waiting for me to settle in before she would 
gently crawl on to my chest and drift away into sleep. I knew 
when she liked to eat, be petted, and be left alone. 

So, when came the time, I also knew when I had to make the 
decision to let her be in peace. Goodbye Portia. Gone but not 
forgotten. 
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Openness, accessibility and pro¬ 
tection of privacy for schools

School boards and charter 
schools across the province are 
now covered by Alberta's Free¬ 
dom of Information and Protec¬ 
tion of Privacy Act. Under the 
legislation, all Albertans have 
broader rights of access to in¬ 
formation and, at the same time, 
school jurisdictions are obli¬ 
gated to protect individual pri¬ 
vacy. 

"The extension of the Free¬ 
dom of Information and Protec¬ 
tion of Privacy Act helps ensure 
open, accessible and account¬ 
able government, balanced by 
protection or personal privacy," 
said Murray Smith, Minister 
Responsible for Freedom of In¬ 
formation and Protection of Pri¬ 
vacy. "We have worked closely 
with school jurisdictions over 
the past four years to ensure 
they would be prepared for the 
extension of the Act.” 

"Parents will not be limited in 
their involvement in their chil¬ 
dren's education," said Gary Mar, 
Minister of Education. "Daily 
teaching practices will not 
change. How school activities 
are conducted will not change. I 
am confident the boards' local 
Freedom of Information and Pro¬ 
tection of Privacy coordinators 
will work closely with parents 
and other stakeholders to ensure 
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that education continues to re¬ 
main open and responsive to their 
community's needs." 

"School boards have been 
working hard in anticipation of 
this legislation," said Dr. LJ Roy 
Wilson, President of the Alberta 
School Board Association. "Lo¬ 
cal Freedom of Information and 
Protection of Privacy coordina¬ 
tors have been designated and 
jurisdictions have allocated re¬ 
sources to meet the administra¬ 
tive needs of the Act. Obviously, 
there will be growing pains as 


this legislation takes effect, but 
we will work hard to make it as 
smooth a transition as possi¬ 
ble." 

The Freedom of Information 
and Protection of Privacy Act 
ensures individuals have the 
right to access their own per¬ 
sonal information. It also pro¬ 
vides access to other records 
held by public bodies and in¬ 
cludes strict standards that pub¬ 
lic bodies must follow for the 
collection, use and disclosure of 
personal information.

Notes from Nigeria | Strongly sun 


Dan and Janet Snyder are Didsburians who are missionaries in Nigeria. 


Saturday, September 12 
Dear Friends, 

Dan usually does the driving 
here in Nigeria and I was again 
reminded why I don't like to drive. 
Bible Study Fellowship (BSF) 
started two weeks ago and I have 
started taking the class. Since it 
starts at 3:55, Dan covers the 
library for the last 15 minutes so 
I can leave early, but that means 
I have to drive. Driving in Ni¬ 
geria definitely tests one's cour¬ 
age and increases the prayer life. 

I have decided that most Nigeri¬ 
ans think all other Nigerians 
drivers cannot see. If you are 
sitting at an intersection waiting 
to turn, they will honk at you 
during the day, just to let you 
know they are there or at night 
will flash their bright lights at 
you. 

Many of the vehicles on the 
road are not really roadworthy. 
When we get behind a car that 
looks like it is about to fall apart 
right there on the road and is 
going very slowly, we joke that 
they are going as fast as they can 
peddle. Sometimes we see trucks 
coming down the road toward us, 
looking like they are going side¬ 
ways. The frames are so bent the 
truck comes at an angle. The 
other day a lorry (big truck) lost 
its back axle and was sitting along 
the side of the road, still very 
much in the traffic lane. A friend 
came by, also in a lorry and 
stopped on the other side of the 
road, also blocking traffic. While 
they visited about the inconven¬ 
ience of the vehicle falling apart, 
the rest of us trying to use that 
road were stuck waiting. 

Driving at night brings its own 
set of problems. Again, they are 
afraid that you might not see 
them coming towards you and so 
when they spot another vehicle 
coming, they turn on their bright 
lights. Not only are you sure to 
see them, but you are basically 
blinded by the lights and can see 
nothing else. Then there is the 
other extreme: those who believe 
that you will save your lights and 
your battery ifyou don't use them 
very much. The only way you 
know a car is in front of you is the 
reflection of your lights on it. 

An added hazard with night 
driving are the people walking 
along the side of the road. With¬ 
out street lights and with their 
dark skin, it is sometimes very 
difficult to see people along the 
road. There are no sidewalks in 
most of the towns and the sides 
of the roads have been washed 
away leaving holes, so people 
walk in the streets. I don't blame 
them. One night when I was re¬ 
turning from the hostel, I stepped 
into one of those holes by the side 
of the road and sprained my an¬ 
kle. But it does make driving 
more challenging. 

Rules of the road here seem to 
be quite different, though some¬ 
times I wonder if anybody is fol¬ 
lowing the rules. We have learned 
to be Nigerian in our driving. 
That means being much more 
aggressive, making turns that 
you would never even consider 
doing in North American and 
driving without looking behind 
you very often. When I first 


started driving in Nigeria I was 
told not to worry about the peo¬ 
ple behind me but watch out for 
those in front and who could cut 
in front of me from the sides. 
Everyone basically does the same 
thing so traffic seems to flow 
fairly well with a lot fewer acci¬ 
dents than you might expect. 
Many Nigerians are good, safe 
drivers, but they are a minority. 

We had four boys over for pizza 
this week. They tried to outdo 
each other, seeing who could eat 
the most pizza. They are deter¬ 
mined to finish all four pans of 
pizza but didn't quite make it. By 
the time they stopped they were 
all feeling sick from eating too 
much. It is the first time we had 
students turn down the choco¬ 
late cake we have for dessert. We 
tried something different this 
week. We usually have sausage 
on the pizza, but Muslims do not 
eat pork. Since we were having a 


Muslim boy, we seasoned the 
hamburger as if it were sausage. 
The way they ate told us they 
liked it. One of the boys didn't 
say anything but "this is good" 
for about the first ten minutes. 
Hamburger, or minced meat as it 
is called here, is much easier to 
get than ground pork. If they like 
it just as well and we can use the 
same thing for all the kids and 
not offend the Muslim kids, that 
will be great. 

This has been a busy week 
with something happening al¬ 
most every evening. But we also 
don't have any serious complaints 
about the schedule. We enjoy 
having the opportunity to talk 
with the kids, share with them, 
get to know them and encourage 
them. There are many teachable 
moments that come up in those 
times outside of the classroom.

Strongly support CWB program 

Dear Editor, 

The Alberta Barley Commission has been making a fuss about 
the Canadian Wheat Board incentive program to encourage 
grain companies to purchase malt barley on the driveway, 
known in the industry as street buying. As a member of the CWB 
advisory panel, having served with the malt barley industry 
group, and most importantly, as a farmer, I would like to say I 
strongly support the program. I've been to a lot of meetings with 
farmers and the CWB has done farm focus groups, where time 
and time again, farmers have said they want their barley pur¬ 
chased on the driveway. 

Over the next two years, if a grain company buys 80% of its 
malt barley on the driveway the CWB will pay the company up 
to $1.50 per tonne. The Alberta Barley Commission is appar¬ 
ently upset because the CWB is paying the grain companies to do 
what they should do in the first place. However, the grain 
companies weren't doing it fast enough. Last year only 25% of the 
malt barley was purchased on the driveway. 

By implementing this program the CWB will give the compa¬ 
nies a two year incentive to purchase almost all of their barley on 
the driveway. After the incentive is gone, it will be nearly 
impossible for the companies to go back to the old way of 
purchasing barley. 

Lord knows farmers are subjected to enough risk. This pro¬ 
gram will take away some of the risk associated with malting 
barley, and therefore, I fully support it.

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Didsbury claims $36,000 in lottery funds 


Representative says there is much more to be ha a

Didsbury non-profit organi¬ 
zations haven't even begun to 
dig as deep into the pockets of 
the community lottery board 
that they could have, says Marie 
Barkley, Didsbury representa¬ 
tive on the board. 

It total, Didsbury submis¬ 
sions were awarded $36,275 in 
grant funding to the nine eligi¬ 
ble applicants. But, Barkley said 
that is such a small portion of 
the $448,866 that the province 
gave to the areas of Didsbury, 
Cremona, Carstairs, Olds and 
Sundre. 

Barkley says that the reason 
is not that the board didn't rec¬ 
ommend approval for applica¬ 
tions out of the area, but rather 
that there were not very many 
applications from the area. 

One positive is that while 
most other community's project 
applicants only got a portion of 
what they requested, Didsbury 
projects got 100%. 

"In Didsbury they got exactly 

what thpv aslrpH fnr hpcaiKP 


try to disperse the funds propor¬ 
tionate to the size of the towns, 
however if not all of the money 
is distributed somehow, some¬ 
where, it will go back into the 
provincial coffers. 

"The money for Didsbury isn't 
necessarily earmarked for Dids¬ 
bury, it could go somewhere 
else," says Barkley. 

In contrast to Didsbury, the 
community of Carstairs was 
granted a total of more than 
$58,000 for various projects, 
including $40,000 for site prepa¬ 
ration for a new school. Barkley 
adds, that Carstairs is consider¬ 
ably smaller and is not eligible 
for as much as Didsbury, yet 
they had applications for al¬ 
most twice what Didsbury did, 
which were granted. 

She says the board looks at it 
this way; it is better that the 
money stay somewhere within 
the area, than be taken back 
and not given to anyone at all. 

To be eligible for the commu¬ 
nity lottery board funding, there

1. There were 77 applications 
received from all over the 
county, 69 of which were recom¬ 
mended for full or partial fund¬ 
ing. The recommendations were 
sent to the province, who had 
final say, and all were sent back 
as approved in the past couple of 
weeks. 

Didsbury groups that were 
granted funding include: Thea¬ 
tre 2000 Performing Arts Soci¬ 
ety who received the biggest 
grant of $7,225 for upgrades to 
Melvin Hall where they pre¬ 
form. 

The Olds/Didsbury Senior 
Games Society was granted 
$6,5000 to put towards the ef¬ 
fort to host the games. 

The Cadet Parent Associa¬ 
tion was given $5,000 to buy 
field training equipment, and 
the Didsbury Curling Club re¬ 
ceived the same amount to in¬ 
stall new lockers. 

The Didsbury High School 
Band Society will upgrade their 
library with $4,000 from the 


funding, and they also received 
$2,250 to buy a new portable PA 
system. 

The Didsbury Aqua-Jets 
Swim Club will buy new compe¬ 
tition equipment with their 
$2,950, and the Just Done for 
Fun Society will update their 
equipment and furnishings with 
$1,850. 

The Didsbury Municipal Li¬ 
brary was granted $1,500 to 
upgrade their reference materi¬ 
als. 

Barkley says she is pleased 
that there has seemed to be 
more interest for the second 
round of funding for the Dids¬ 
bury area. She has already re¬ 
ceived a number of phone calls. 
The deadline for the next round 
is Oct. 30 at 4 p.m. and there is 
still about $158,000 left in 
grants. 

Those applications are now 
being accepted, and they are 
available at town office, or at 
MLA Richard Marz's office in 
Olds.

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Dog Pound Creek silently fighting back to life

It is just a stream that qui¬ 
etly flows through some of the 
prettiest parts of this area. No 
one takes much notice most of 
the time, until recently. 

All 105 meandering kilome¬ 
tres of the creek has been the 
top priority of an exciting envi¬ 
ronmental reclamation process. 

The project has actually been 
going on since the early 80s, but 
unless you are one of the land- 
owners that are participating, 
you are unlikely to know much 
about it. 

"With a little help from pri¬ 
vate landowners they thought 
they could return it to its former 
glory,'" says Jay Wieliczko a 
Fisheries Technician and 
Riparian Coordinator out of 
Cochrane. 

Its former glory was wonder¬ 
ful says Wieliczko. It was thriv¬ 
ing with a population of brown 
trout in the early 50s that 
neighbors would boast about. A 
landowner could take a serene 
walk through his property down 
to the grassy edge and catch 
themselves a fish for that night's 
cooking. 

It may have been small, but it 
was a thriving habitat nonethe¬ 
less. 

In the 60s Alberta Fish and 
Wildlife did a study of the creek 
and found that the numbers 
were declining and the habitat 
was poor. They concluded that 
the problem was being caused 
unknowingly by the very people 
who enjoyed the use of Dog 
Pound. 

It was suspected that grazing 
cows were causing at least some 
of the damage. Because they are 
heavy animals, when they stood 
on the bank it slowly but surely 
began to cave in the edges. 

"The cows would over-graze 
the bank and the beavers would 
come along and dam it up," says 
Wieliczko. 

He explains that not only 
was the weight of the stock 
causing problems, but when 
they over-grazed an area, the 
roots of the plant life along the 
bank would deteriorate and 
would not act like a bunch of 
little fingers hanging on to pre¬ 
vent erosion. 

With all of these problems 
added up, the banks were erod¬ 
ing, and the mud was falling on 
the creek bed, which had been 
gravel which was perfect for the 
breeding of brown trout. 

Other creatures, not as de¬ 
sirable such as bloodworms and 
mud leeches were taking over 
the fish habitat. 

Also, the falling in of the 
banks was widening the stream 
bed, and with water more shal¬ 
low, the temperature of the 
stream was increasing. 

"Trout are very susceptible 
to high water temperatures," 
says Wieliczko. 

All of these problems com¬ 
bined were slowly killing off the 



population of trout. 

Alberta Fish and Wildlife de¬ 
cided that something had to be 
done to protect the pristine 
creek. So, in about 1983 they 
began talking to farmers about 
riparian areas. Riparian areas 
are basically the technical term 
for creeks and their banks. 

They managed to sign up 
about 50 landowners along the 
creek that starts in a marsh 
northwest of Cochrane and runs 
straight west of Didsbury into 
the Little Red River. This repre¬ 
sented about 50 quarter sec¬ 
tions of land. 

The deal was struck. The 
deal was that the landowner 
would volunteer the time and 
the effort of building and main¬ 
taining a fence that would be 
built along the creek, with some 
single point accesses. In return, 
Alberta Fish and Wild¬ 
life would pay for the 
cost of the fence with 
funds raised from rev- Mllljli

There was a selling 
pitch to get the farmers to take 
part. 

"By managing riparian areas 
carefully, you get good forage 
production, you get good water 
quality, and increased water 
quantity." 

"It really is economically in 
the landowners best interest to 
look after riparian areas be¬ 
cause it will pay off with divi¬ 
dends," says Wieliczko. 

He cites some of the divi¬ 
dends. For instance, when there 
is good soil and rooting, a flood 
will not creek up into surround¬ 
ing crop land nearly as easily. 
The stream acts as a buffer. 
And, in time of drought, a well 
managed riparian area will not 
dry up nearly as quickly as a 
run down area, which would 
benefit a farmer trying to keep 
his stock and land well watered 
in those times. 

The success story, as it is 
being called in trade journals 
and in lectures that Wieliczko is 
doing, is that the project has 
worked. 

The ability to measure its 
success is by talking to those 
who fish along the creek. The 
amount of fish caught per hour 
is now sitting at one. It used to 
be much longer for a bite, if a 
fisherman got any. 

Fish and Wildlife also uses a 
high tech measurement. They 
electro-fish. This means that 
they put a light current into the 
stream area they want to meas-

ure which stuns the fish. The 
scientists are then able to count 
the number of fish in a kilome¬ 
tre and compare it to data from 
the past. 

In 1987, there was an aver¬ 
age of only one brown trout per 
kilometre in the part of Dog 
Pound west of Didsbury. In 1992, 
that number showed some mod¬ 
erate improvement going up to 
5 fish per kilometre. These days, 
a fisherman could easily catch a 
dinner for his family because 
there are an average of about 35 
fish per kilometre. 

But, it is not just the number 
of fish that matter, it is also the 
quality. 

"Not only are we seeing more 


fish, we are seeing larger fish," 
says Wieliczko proudly. The av¬ 
erage size has increased from 6 
inches to 10 over three years. 

'We'll never be able to get it 
back to its pristine condition 
because of the drastic change it 
has incurred," he says. "But it is 
a great start and shows that the 
project is working." 

In fact, other species of fish 
have even started to surface 
including brook trout, moun¬ 
tain whitefish, northern pike, 
and a couple isolate reports of 
bull trout. 

It is a not a fish story, says 
Wieliczko. 

Most of the agreements 


signed with the farmers are up 
around the year 2000, but 
Wieliczko says he hopes the suc¬ 
cess story will continue, and 
with the help of those who have 
been a part of that story, it will. 

"We are hoping that land- 
owners continue on with the 
project." 

So, really when it comes down 
to it you might ask yourself, is 
it important to protect a few fish 
in a creek many have not even 
heard about? 

Well, the theory in life is that 
if you start small, the only way 
you can go is up. 

That goes for the environ¬ 
ment too.

Salami Swirls 

2 loaves of frozen bread dough, thawed 

200 g. salami (or meat slices of choice - even cooked ground beef will do) 

2 c. grated cheese of choice 
olive oil 

1. Preheat oven to 350 degrees F. Prep two baking pans with canola spray. 

2. Roll out each loaf of dough to a large rectangle (16" x8") 1/4" thick, on floured board. 

3. Layer on meat on each rectangle. 

4. Spread with grated cheese. 

5. Roll each rectangle starting at long side, tuck under long edge and short edges. Brush 
loaves with olive oil. 

6. Bake for 30-35 minutes, until golden brown. Let loaves cool 10 minutes on baking sheet 
on wire rack. 

7. Slice each roll into 1" thick slices.

Changes: Try a pizza swirl. Spread rectangle with pizza sauce, layer on pepperoni and/or 
ham, sprinkle with mushroom slices, chopped green pepper and grated mozzarella cheese. 


Tip of the week: Make these "swirls" just for packed lunches. You can make each different 
or each half different for four different kinds. Bake, slice and place in freezer ziploc's when 
cool. Just take out for lunch the night before and it'll be ready to warm up in the microwave 
at lunchtime.

The History of the word Lambeth 


The word L-A-M-B-E-T-H, for 
many people in the world, includ¬ 
ing many religious people, means 
nothing at all. For world wide 
Anglicanism it is a very important 
word. Every 10 years, bishops of 
the world-wide Anglican 
communion are invited to 
England for a conference 
when church issues and 
world issues can be con¬ 
templated, discussed, and 
prayed for. The motions 
that are passed are of an 
advisory nature as there 
is no authority structure 
in Anglican Christianity 
to make them binding on 
every part of the world. 
Anglicans are bound by 
mutual respect, rather than lines 
of authority. 

The conference takes its name 
from Lambeth Palace. Since the 
early 1800s it has been the London 
home and office of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury. Not surprisingly, 
the house is not large enough for a 
gathering of approximately 1,500 
to 2,000 which attended this year's 
Lambeth Conference. This is an 
international gathering of Angli¬ 
can bishops and their spouses. 

The first Lambeth Conference 
was in 1872 and it was attended by 
70+ bishops. With the exception of 
one black bishop, these bishops 
were mostly English, from Eng¬ 
land and English-speaking coun¬ 
tries. It is an image of the Anglican 
Church which persists to this day. 
It is a completely wrong image as 
this year about 800 bishops and 
650 spouses gathered at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kent representing more 
countries with Anglican Christian 
Faith than any denomination in 
the world, except the Roman Catho¬ 
lics who claim to be in more coun¬ 
tries. The Anglo Saxon image and 
the English cultural tradition was 
clearly displaced in the opening 
service in Canterbury Cathedral 
when the opening words were in 
Swahili. This year about 220 of the

bishops came from Africa and these 
were not expatriate British bish¬ 
ops (which might have happened 
at the 1958 conference) but bish¬ 
ops raised up and educated by 
virtually every African country. 

Other bishops came 
from many parts of 
the world, includ¬ 
ing the Indian sub 
continent, Japan 
and south East 
Asia and Latin 
America to name a 
few. 

The daily gath¬ 
ering for prayer 
and worship were 
in languages as di¬ 
verse as the coun¬ 
tries and regions of the world. 

Sometimes conferences like this 
are "cluttered" with business but 
this one put significant emphasis 
on the bishops and their wives 
spending time together in small 
groups. The groups studied St. 
Paul's second letter to the 
Corinthian church, and we can 
presume a lot of different world 
perspectives. Business was dis¬ 
cussed and the most important 
motion was to affirm for all Angli¬ 
cans world-wide, the importance of 
daily prayer and bible reading, 
habits that may have lapsed in the 
western world to some extent, but 
surely important for all Christians 
and prayer is surely important for 
all religious people. 

As the bishops met together, 
prayed together, and shared serv¬ 
ices in a variety of languages they 
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also learned about the issues that 
each faced in their dioceses or 
regions of the world. Bishops do 
not attempt to be political and yet 
this is a unique gathering of those 
who often have influence in many 
parts of the world. While issues in 
the western church often reflected 
declines in church membership and 
preoccupation with materialism, 
the issues were so different in the 
African church and in Latin 
America In Brazil, Anglicans liter¬ 
ally have one parish on a garbage 
dump, where ministry is involved 
with the most basic human needs. 
In Africa, there is a lack of re¬ 
sources, but enthusiasm which 
means new parishes are frequently 
started and baptisms occur in hun¬ 
dreds week after week by compari¬ 
son with relatively few in the west¬ 
ern world. 

Media coverage has focused on 
outspoken bishops and high pro¬ 
file topics like homosexuality and 
euthanasia In fact what the vast 
majority of bishops affirmed in 
motion after motion was pastoral 
care for those who are hurting 


combined with a traditional Chris¬ 
tian approach to controversial sub¬ 
jects. So while euthanasia, or the 
ending of life in hopeless medical 
situations was considered wrong, 
there was much sympathy for those 
dying and support for helping the 
transition from this life to the next. 
Actual euthanasia was still affirmed 
as wrong. Similarly with homo¬ 
sexual issues. Each person was 
affirmed as a child of God regard¬ 
less of sexual orientation but there 
was no support for ordaining ac¬ 
tive homosexuals where the mo¬ 
tion had seven out of eight bishops 
affirming traditional Christian 
doctrine and the importance of life 
long marriage. The one bishop in 
eight who voted against it, in some 
cases at least, did so because the 
motion was not broad enough to 
indicate pastoral care to all possi¬ 
ble combinations of circumstances. 
In practice no motion could possi¬ 
bly do that. For those who hoped 
for a more "progressive" confer¬ 
ence, there was some disappoint¬ 
ment; like controversial Bishop 
John Spong of Newark, New Jer¬ 


sey. But when the issues for some 
bishops were famine, or persecu¬ 
tion, as in the Sudan or Pakistan, 
then other issues were pale by 
comparison. 

Four Anglican Bishops attended 
from Alberta including Bishop Vic¬ 
toria Matthews from Edmonton, 
one of only a dozen female bishops. 
Archbishop Barry Curtis of Cal¬ 
gary said that it was impossible to 
meet with a bishop from say Sudan 
and to be with him when he re¬ 
ceived a fax that an orphanage was 
about to be destroyed, and children 
possibly taken into slavery in 1998 
without better realizing that Chris¬ 
tian brothers and sisters are still 
living with terrible trials nearly 
2,000 years after Christianity 
started The question then becomes 
what will we do about it? The 
starting point for the bishops was 
a call to prayer and bible study.

• Technical Rescue Day at Canoe Meadows and Wasootch Slabs of the Kananaskis 
Country Provincial Park. 

This year's workshop will encompass all areas of search and rescue (SAR) with a 
focus on streams such as professionalism, practical SAR, canine SAR, volunteer focus, 
victim focus, and public safety SAR prevention. 

Two other conferences will be held in conjunction with SAR SCENE '98 - the Lost 
Person Behaviour Symposium and WildRisk, the Wilderness Recreation Risk Manage¬ 
ment Conference.

The popularity of unlimited 
calling plans has placed a heavy 
demand on the telecommunica¬ 
tions network across the coun¬ 
try and in Alberta. During peak 
evening hours, customers may 
experience a delay in receiving 
dial tones, a fast busy signal, or 
a recorded message stating the 
call cannot be placed at this 
time. 

If you receive a fast busy 
signal or a recorded message, 
hang up, wait for a short period 
of time and redial. If you don't 
immediately receive a dial tone, 
wait on the line for a few extra 
seconds, and you will receive a 


dial tone. 

Telus has deployed up to 200 
people province-wide to increase 
network-capacity, but it still 
will take an estimated 2-3 weeks 
to build up network capacity. 

In the meantime, Telus is 
asking for your help. Please 
stay on the line for shorter 
times during weekday evenings, 
and call during weekend hours, 
when you can use unlimited 
plans anytime, not just the peak 
traffic periods of 6-10 p.m.

An extreme year for hail 
suppression profect

The eyes in the skies are 
taking off. 

The Hail Suppression Project 
based out of the Olds/Didsbury 
Airport is drawing to a close for 
another year. And a busy few 
months it has been. 

They have seen 150 storms 
and storm cells over the terri¬ 
tory they cover from Red Deer 
to Calgary. And they have flown 
and seeded most of those. 

Terry Krauss, the head sci¬ 
entist of the project says that 
although it may have been a 
fairly busy season for them, 
the number of storms that 
actually hit this year were 
lower. 

It was a matter of two ex¬ 
tremes really, says Krauss. 
From the first week of July to 
July 12, they were very busy, 
making up the majority of their 
flights. However from that time 
to the present it has been pretty 
quiet, giving them time to catch 
up on paper work and analyse 
data. 

"We went from one extreme 
to another," says Krauss. 

The storms that did hit, 
missed this area for the most 
part. There were a couple of 
ominous ones near Cremona 
and Crossfield, and some bad 
ones from Calgary to Cochrane, 
but here was a pretty good sea¬ 
son in terms of overall hail dam¬ 
age. 

"They weren't the big, bad, 


ugly ones," he says. 

When the project does see 
some big, bad ugly storms they 
send one of their three planes, 
based out of Calgary and Red 
Deer, to seed the clouds. This 
involves a process of shooting 
silver iodide flares into the 
threatening storm cells. It is 
meant to soften the stones and 
prevent them from getting too 
large. 

There are two years left in 
the five year project which is 
being paid forby Alberta Crop 
and Hail Insurance, a conglom¬ 
erate of insurance companies in 
the area. 

"The client is very, very 
happy," says Krauss whose com¬ 
pany, Weather Modification Inc. 
was hired by the group to carry 
out the project. "It was another 
excellent year for low payouts 
for crop damage." 

Krauss says although there 
is no absolute proof that hail 
suppression works, at the end 
of five years Al¬ 
berta Hail and 
Crop Insurance 
will analyse 
their payouts 
over the period 
and make a deci¬ 
sion whether 
they think the 
project was suc¬ 
cessful and may 
choose to con¬ 
tinue the project. 

During the 


winter months, Krauss and 
his Hail Stop team will return 
to North Dakota where the 
company is based. They will 
write a final year report and 
then head off to other projects 
around the world such as Thai¬ 
land, Greece, Mexico, Okla¬ 
homa and Texas. 

The hail suppression idea 
has obviously drawn a lot of 
attention over the years. In 
fact, Canadian National Geo¬ 
graphic visited the Olds/Dids¬ 
bury Airport this year and 
wrote an article about the 
project in their July/August 
edition. 

Krauss concludes, "We're 
extremely happy with the 
equipment and the staff. It 
was a very successful year. 
Other than one bad storm on 
July 5 in Calgary, it was a 
perfect year." 

They will be back next June 
for another round with Mother 
Nature. 



CWB election period begins 

Voter list to be released 


KPMG, the Election Coor¬ 
dinator for the CWB Director 
Elections, marked the begin¬ 
ning of the Election Period on 
Sept. 18 by releasing an initial 
voters’ list and by reminding 
potential candidates and third- 
party intervenors of the spend¬ 
ing limits governing the Elec¬ 
tion Period. 

The initial voters' list con¬ 
tains 155.519 eligible voters 
spread across the 10 electoral 
districts. The list for each dis¬ 
trict will be available for view¬ 
ing at local Prairie Farm Re¬ 
habilitation and Community 
Futures Development Corpo¬ 
ration offices throughout the 
CWB designated areas. Voters 
can also find out if they are on 
the voters' list by calling 1- 
800-334 8009. 

"The Election Period is of 
particular significance for can¬ 


didates and third-party 
intervenors as campaign 
spending limits come into ef¬ 
fect," said Craig Fossay of 
KPMG. "Candidates should be 
aware that any election ex¬ 
penses they incur during the 
course of their campaign, as 
detailed in the CWB Director 
Elections regulations, will 
have to be disclosed to the 
Election Coordinator follow¬ 
ing the campaign, including 
the names of any donors con¬ 
tributing over $100." 

Candidates have a $15,000 
spending limit for their elec¬ 
tion expenses and third-party 
intervenors have a $10,000 
limit for advertising expenses. 
Third-party intervenors are 
required to register with the 
Election Coordinator by call¬ 
ing 1 800 334-8009. 

Third-party advertising ex¬ 


penses are incurred only where 
the advertising promotes or 
opposes, directly or indirectly, 
a particular candidate or 
group of candidates. Advertise¬ 
ments, which simply encour¬ 
age people to vote, would not 
come under the third-party 
spending limits. 

Fossay was clear that third- 
party limits are not intended 
to restrict the freedom of the 
news media to cover the elec¬ 
tion. 

"Advertising does not in¬ 
clude publishing or broadcast¬ 
ing editorials, news, inter¬ 
views, columns, letters or com¬ 
mentaries in a periodical pub¬ 
lication, or a radio or televi¬ 
sion program," he said. 

The Election Period runs 
from Sept. 18 to Nov. 20, when 
ballots must be returned to 
the Election Coordinator. 
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Record number of ranchers attend Thurber 
Report meeting on Grazing Leases 


In High River, Alberta, over 
300 concerned ranchers from a 
broad base of ranches from 
across the eastern slopes of Al¬ 
berta to the Saskatchewan and 
Montana borders attended a 
large farm and ranchers rally 
on Sept. 11 to address concerns 
related to the Alberta Govern¬ 
ment's recently released 
Thurber Report on Grazing 
Leases in Alberta. 

Ranchers from across Alberta 
met in High River to discuss 
concerns that threaten rural 
Alberta including a serious ero¬ 
sion of agricultural value and 


property rights that may occur 
if the recommendations from 
the Interim Report (the Thurber 
Report) are implemented. 

Other concerns expressed 
were long term detrimental en¬ 
vironmental effects and poten¬ 
tial conflict over a number of 
issues that will come from the 
report if left unsupervised by 
rural Alberta. Another issue of 
major concern was the issue of 
surface rights compensation 
from industrial access includ¬ 
ing oil and gas. Estimates 
ranged from $10 million to $30 
million of industrial compensa¬ 


tion being paid to rural Alberta, 
which the government has rec¬ 
ommended be redirected to pro¬ 
vincial coffers as opposed to 
widely distributed to over 5,600 
grazing lease holders. It was 
pointed out at the meeting that 
the oil and gas industry is the 
recipient of approximately $250 
million per year of direct ben¬ 
efits from the Alberta Govern¬ 
ment in the form of the Alberta 
Royalty Rebate Program and 
that a re-direction of surface 
rights compensation would 
cause tension between land 
owners and industry and would

Graz¬ 
ing leases in Alberta account 
for approximately 6 million 
acres of land and provide for 
25% of Alberta's beef produc¬ 
tion worth several hundred 
million dollars area ranchers 
said.

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CGC launches 

governance 

review 

Barry Senft, President and Chief Commissioner of the Cana¬ 
dian Grain Commission, announced on Sept. 14 that the CGC 
has initiated a review of its governing structures. 

The review team will examine the functions of the CGC's 
Commissioners, Assistant Commissioners, and the Chief Oper¬ 
ating Officer. The team consists of Douglas Livingstone, a grain 
and livestock farmer from Vermilion, AB, and Jim Mitchell, a 
partner with Sussex Circle, an Ottawa firm specializing in 
public policy and government organization. 

"We've asked the team to review the governance of the CGC 
because we want to be sure that it meets the needs of the grain 
industry and grain producers, and that it will continue to do so 
into the future," said Senft. 

The review team will consult widely with representatives of 
producer and industry organizations to determine their views. 
As well, it welcomes the input of the general agricultural public. 
The report and recommendations, which will be available to the 
public upon request and on the CGC's Internet website, are to be 
completed by Nov. 30, 1998. 

Livingstone, who operates a 2,200-acre grain and cattle 
ranch in Alberta, has considerable experience in leading agricul¬ 
tural enterprises, having served as vice-president and president 
of Alberta Pool, vice-president of X-Can Grain, president of 
Prairie Pools, and a director or numerous Alberta Pool subsidi¬ 
aries. In 1994-95, he served as a member of the Canada-US Joint 
Commission on Grains; in 1994, as a member of the Producer 
Payment Panel; and in 1990 as a member of the Canadian Wheat 
Board Review Panel. 

A former foreign service officer, Mitchell spent most of his 
public service career in the government organization unit of the 
Privy Council Office, eventually serving as Assistant Secretary 
to the Cabinet (Machinery of Government). He was a principal 
advisor on the 1993 reorganization of the federal government. 
In 1994, Mitchell co-founded Sussex Circle, an Ottawa firm that 
has provided policy analysis and strategic advice for private and 
public sector clients in virtually every area of government policy 
and program activity. As a consultant, Mitchell has worked on 
issues in the agricultural sector ranging from crop insurance to 
agricultural research.

In becoming 
part of a larger organization, 
we position ourselves better 
globally, while remaining a 
local, successful Alberta for¬ 
est products operation." 

Sunpine Forest Products 
Ltd. owns and operates a mod¬ 
ern sawmill and a lumber-treat¬ 
ing plant in Sundre, as well as 


a state-of-the-art laminated ve¬ 
neer lumber (LVL) operation in 
Strachan, which utilizes the 
world's first belt continuous 
press in this application. The 
company, which employs about 
350, is responsible for a 656,000 
hectare forest management area 
under license with the govern¬ 
ment of Alberta. 

Vancouver-based Weldwood 
is a major forest products manu¬ 
facturer producing pulp, lum¬ 
ber and plywood with opera¬ 
tions in BC and Hinton, AB. 
The company employs approxi¬ 
mately 3,200.

When it comes to a winter 
feeding plan, the benefits of 
early planning are many. 

"Most producers think 
about how much feed is going 
to be needed to carry a herd 
through an Alberta winter and 
plan accordingly," says Brian 
Koberstein, intensive livestock 
operations engineer with Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development, Barrhead. 
"Taking the next step beyond 
that is where benefits to an 
operation come in." 

There are a few questions 
that, asked early can put pro¬ 
ducers in a position to capital¬ 
ize on opportunities in the mar¬ 
ketplace. For instance know¬ 
ing: 

• how good is the feed on 
hand? 

• where will different classes 
of roughage or grains best be 
used? 

is there an opportunity to 
market surplus or high qual¬ 
ity feed? 

• is there a need to purchase 
supplemental feeds: 

• are there alternatives to 
supplemental feeds that could 
be considered? 


"Knowing the quality of feed 
early enough to manage it 
properly is a huge benefit," 
says Koberstein. "It can mean 
that hay with a higher protein 
level can be targeted into a 
postcalving ration or that some 
straw can be rationed in when 
using this high quality hay on 
dry cows. This situation can even 
allow for some feed to be sold. 

"The same can be said if test¬ 
ing shows that hay quality is 
poorer than expected. Supple¬ 
mental feeding or mixing in grain 
ensures that a cattle herd can 
maintain good condition through¬ 
out the winter." 

It is easy to fall into a feeding 
rut'. Evaluating the winter pro¬ 
gram should be done annually. 
While it takes a little time, being 
prepared for the winter feeding 
period early is always a positive 
step to take. 

"The overall feeding period 
goal is to meet production goals 
as efficiently as possible," adds 
Koberstein. "The chance of 
achieving this goal increases 
as the awareness of feed qual¬ 
ity, quantity and price in¬ 
creases. Both over-feeding and 
under-feeding can be avoided."

Offence: This is by far the 
Montreal Canadiens best part of 
their game with two dangerous 
lines in Mark Recchi, 

Vincent Damphousse, 

Saku Koivu, Brian Sav¬ 
age, Martin Rucinsky 
and Shayne Corson. 

Not to mention that 
Turner Stevenson, 

Benoit Brunet and 
Jonas Hoglund can also 
be counted on to score a 
few. Vladimir 

Malakhov had a nice 
season collecting 44 
points, but due to his 
moodiness and willing¬ 
ness to try, he may find himself 
elsewhere before the beginning 
of the season.

Defence: The Leafs as a defen¬ 
sive squad last year were much 
better than the year before, but 
still not good enough to be in the 
top half of the league. Jason Smith 
is by far their best, and maybe 
only, defensive defenseman, al¬ 
though a full season of Cote and 
newcomer Dalis Eakins could 
help out. Dimitri Yushkevich is a 
tower of power, but is inconsist¬ 
ent. As far as penalty-killing goes, 
the Leafs have no problems at all. 
Darby Hendrickson is an under¬ 
rated defensive specialist, and 
Sundin, Alyn McCauley, Kris 
King and Tedd Warriner are all 
above average penalty killers. Tie 
Domi is one of the toughest and 
most exciting bruisers in the busi¬ 
ness. 

Goaltending: The Buds have a 
lot to worry about here, but none 
of it has to do with quality per¬ 
formance. When free agent Curtis 
Joseph came aboard to join Felix 
Potvin and Glenn Healy, Leaf 
fans began to get excited. But the 
problem is neither Potvin or 
Joseph will accept anything less 
than the #1 position; which is 
understandably so. So now it's 
up to GM Mike Smith to get top 
value for The Cat. He stated 
that he's willing to wait for as 
long as it takes to get what he 
wants for Potvin.

Falloon is already out of the 
system while Prospal is ex¬ 
pected to be the #2 man centre 
instead of highly inconsistent 
Radek Bonk. Defenseman Wade 
Redden and Igor Kravchuk are 
hoping to contribute from the 
point, something highly missed 
since the departure of Steve 
Duchesne. 

Defence: Ottawa has a fine 
corps of defenseman in Redden, 
Kravchuk, Chris Phillips, 
Janne Laukkanen, Jason York 
and Lance Pitlick. Andreas 
Dackell, Bruce Gardiner, 
Magnus Arvedson and Chris 
Murray are all strong defensively 
and are great team players. 

Goaltending: Damian Rhodes 
is still the #1 man despite falter¬ 
ing in the second round against 
the Washington Capitals. Coach 
Jacques Martin will use a rotation 
system between Rhodes and Ron 
Tugnult if need be. It's fine for 
the regular season, but isn't 
such a hot idea come playoff 
time. 

Rookie Factor: Marian 
Hossa, a 19-year-old RW scored 


85 points in 53 games for the 
Portland Winterhawks of the 
WHL last year. He may make 
the club this year due to a short¬ 
age of offense. However, he did 
break his hand last season, which 
could hinder his chances of play¬ 
ing his absolute best. 

Outlook: If there aren't 
more goals produced as a 
whole, the Sens continuous 
upward battle to be a con¬ 


tender will come to a sudden 
halt.
